One of the outstanding character- 
istics in the life of Jesus was His abili- 
ty to see things as they were. (Proof 
of the above statement is found in 
Matt. 9:36-38.) 

The Bible said, “When he saw the 
multitudes, he was moved with com- 
passion.” He saw no creeds, races, or 
colors, for His great love for human- 
ity removed all such barriers. He that 
sees only lost multitudes, precious in 
God’s sight, is that minister who with- 
out respect of persons can see the pass- 
ing masses as they are. 

And seeing the multitudes, He was 
moved. If the average preacher of to- 
day had been present on that occasion, 
he might have commented on the 
beauty of the oriental flowers, the 
beautiful beaches, and the rolling 





waves of Galilee. But Jesus was not 
moved by such things as fading flow- 
ers and roaring waves; He was moved 
by suffering humanity. Being so much 
moved, He had compassion. In the eyes 
of Jesus, a lost man, however wealthy, 
however famous, is an object of pity. 

He saw them fainting. They were 
feeble, depressed, and dispirited. A 
fainting person must have immediate 
aid. He saw them scattered, as sheep 
without a shepherd. They must be 
quickly gathered into the fold, lest 
they be irretrievably lost. 

He saw them as an abundant har- 


vest, and ripened fruit must be gath- « 


ered hurriedly. Such circumstances 

demand immediate attention. Here, 

we have a fainting multitude, sheep

If we do not delight ourselves 
with one, He surely cannot trust us 
with more. It must be our greatest 
delight to do good, and commit our 
ways unto the Lord, to expect Him 
to give us the desires of our hearts. 

Friend, this means more than just 
talk. When our ways are fully com- 
mitted to Him, we shall be willing to 
take the scorns, mocks, and laughs, 
and not draw back. That is what the 
devil wants us to do. But, praise God, 
lintend to press on, and endure to the 
end, don’t you? Matt. 24:13, “But he 
that shall endure unto the end, the 
Same shall be saved.” A good soldier 
hever gives up, even if he has to give 
his life. That is just what our blessed 
Saviour did for us—gave his life. If 
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we become a little discouraged when 
someone mistreats us, and are ready 
to draw back and give up, that is not 
delighting ourselves in the Lord by 
any means. We must bring ourselves 
under subjection and face the darts of 
Satan like brave soldiers. If we lose 
out in one battle, we should try harder 
to win the next. Sometimes the trials 
are to bring us closer to God, 1 Peter 
5:8-10, “The devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour: whom resist stedfast in the 
faith, knowing that the same afflic- 
tions are accomplished in your breth- 
ren that are in the world. But the God 
of all grace, who hath called us un- 
to his eternal glory by Christ Jesus, 
AFTER THAT YE HAVE SUFFERED 
A WHILE, MAKE YOU PERFECT, ES- 
TABLISH, STRENGTHEN, SETTLE 
YOU.” Praise God for the tests that 
settled me. 

To delight ourselves in God we must 
meditate on His Word day and night. 
Too many, now, are meditating on 
foolishness, or wealthy gain of this 
world, concerning which Jesus said in 
Mark 8:36, “For what shall it profit 
a man, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul?” Friend, 
our souls are our most important pos- 
sessions. Do we feed and provide for 
their spiritual welfare as we do our 
natural bodies? Jesus said, Matt. 4:4, 
“It is written, Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 
Then we can rob our experience with 
God by neglecting to take time to 
READ, PRAY, and MEDITATE ON HIS 
WORD, which is food for our souls, 
and we cannot delight ourselves in 
Him without we do these things. Psa. 
1:1, 2, “BLESSED is the man that walk- 
eth not in the counsel of the ungodly, 
nor standeth in the way of sinners, nor 
sitteth in the seat of the scornful. But 
his DELIGHT is in the law of the Lord; 
and in his law doth he meditate day 
and night.” To walk not in the counsel 
of the ungodly means to not be par- 
takers of the other man’s sins, give no 
evil advice, have no fellowship with the 
evil deeds of darkness. In other words, 


stay sanctified. It is so easy to say 
“yes” to some wrong advice before we 
hardly think, but God takes no delight 
in this. 

Too, the devil would like for us “to 
stand in some sinner’s way.” If he fails 
to get us, he would like to use us to 
hinder someone else. You may won- 
der how he can use a Christian, but 
if he can get us just a little discour- 
aged and unconcerned, he can blind 
the poor sinner with that. And if we 
go to church and sit there with our 
minds way off on something else, and 
never praise the Lord or act like we 
enjoy serving God, he makes the sinner 
say, “No, I don’t want such religion 
as that.” But honestly, can you blame 
them? 

Some he uses to pout, snicker, laugh, 
make fun, and whisper, while some 
poor soul is doing his best. God cannot 
smile on that. No wonder He so often 
turns His back and fails to send His 
power. 

The next clause is “sitteth in the 
seat of the scornful.” The devil would 
like for us to find someone’s fault, 
failure, or mistake, and delight in 
scorning them; talk a little here, and 
talk a little there, until the whole 
neighborhood is filled with doubt. We 
can never win a sinner like that. That 
is the devil’s device, and if we don’t 
mind he will have us adhering to it 
before we know it. (1 Tim. 5:13.) 
One might say, “I just told it that it 
might be prayed about.” But God will 
do more with it if we won’t peddle it, 
before we talk to Him about it. It’s 
good to be interested in another’s 
weakness, but sometimes we become 
weaker than they, by meddling. 

If we delight ourselves in the Lord, 
we shall be sincerely concerned about 
everybody, and every department of 
the Church of God for good. One ques- 
tion, “For what do we go to church?” 
Is it just another meeting, to laugh, 
talk, meet new friends, and greet old 
ones? All this is good in its place, 
but the church is a place to meet God, 
a place that is sanctified and dedicat- 
ed to His work, to gather the lost to 
Jesus, to enlighten and instruct the 
Christian on his journey, and we 
should take heed how we use the house 
of God. 1 Tim. 3:15, “But if I tarry 
long, that thou mayest know how thou

with the Spirit that heals the broken- 
hearted and delivers the captive, we, 
as Christians (“Christian” means 
Christ-like) must, without fail, make 
the true application of our religion 
and thereby save the world for Christ. 
THEN WE MUST CONSIDER THE 
MEASURE; that is, the size or quan- 
tity determined by the rule or stand- 
ard. We have accepted Christ as the 
Standard, or Model, therefore when 
we know the measure Christ used, we 
know just what to do. 

Some make a start and stop, others 
go part of the way and go back. While 
a few are going all the way. There is 
no limit to our efforts for the cause of 
God. If one avenue of work closes, 
we find another. If that closes, we 
find still another. Men who are apply- 
ing their lives correctly will take no 
denial. They keep searching until 
they find something to do. 

Jesus said in John 7:38,39, “He that

believeth on me, as the scripture hath 
said, out of his belly shall flow rivers 
of living water. (But this he spake of 
the Spirit, which they that believe on 
him should receive: for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given; because 
Jesus was not yet glorified.)” 

David, in the nightingale of the 
Psalms, spoke of the cup experience, 
which is rather small but had an over- 
flow. Jesus spoke of,a well with water 
springing up, which is much larger 
than a cup. Then, in the above text, 
he mentions the flowing rivers, and 
please take note of RIVERS, in the 
plural, not just one but many; maybe 
not hundreds, yet more than one. Now 
this all adds up to a great experience. 
A cupful is better than none. Of 
course, a well full is better. But the 
rivers experience is more to be de- 
sired, I am sure. If the cup represents 
being saved, and the well sanctifica- 
tion, then surely the rivers represent 
the Holy Ghost, which we all under- 
stand is an anointing for service. 
However you may feel about it, it 
still remains that the cup, well, and 
rivers referred to are most certainly 





relating to different measures of the 
Spirit God gives for service. Then a 
person who has the Holy Ghost and 
who is correctly applying his life can- 
not be put out. He will find something 
to do. He will be doing somewhere. He 
doesn’t have only one channel to 
work in, but he has several. If you 
cut him off in one, he will go out an- 
other. If he has no tithes to pay, he 
will find some offering to give. If he 
must stay home, he will send. If he 
can’t preach, he will pray. If he can’t 
sing, he will testify. If he can’t do 
anything else, he will trust God. 
The captain on a sinking ship said, 
after all avenues of deliverance were 
cut off, “Well, there is not one single 
ray of hope left. Every avenue is 
closed.” A young sailor standing be- 
side him said, “Yes, Captain, there is 
one avenue still open, the avenue to 
heaven.” That is true—this avenue is 
always open to the person who rightly 
applies his life. We are, of course, ex- 
pecting to go to heaven, but before we 
go we want to spend our life for the 
salvation of others. Our great Model, 
Jesus, does not expect us to be cruci- 
fied on a tree, as was His lot, but does 
expect us to carry out His plans of 
salvation to the very best of our abil- 
ity, or in the largest measure possible. 
Anything less or short of our best is 
not good enough. A person with only a 
saved experience can do no more, or 
tel] no more than his experience will 
imply. Of course, if he is sanctified, 
that gives him a larger application; 
he can talk people up to that experi- 
ence and no farther. But if he has 
the Holy Ghost, he has the credential 
that gives him the authority to ad- 
minister anywhere, any time, and to 
every people in the whole world. 


The foregoing is drawn from Acts 
1:8; “But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and (then) ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in ail Ju- 
daea,and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 
The power mentioned in this 
text is absolutely power for 
service anywhere life’s duty calls 
you, and if we get the work done 
that Jesus has left for us to do, we 
must apply this power according to 
directions. We have a big job, but we 
have a big God. He is just as big as we 
think He is. So let us study the Stand- 
ard, the Motive, and the Measure of 
our religious application and know it, 
then proceed as though we knew no 
defeat. 
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Dear Brother Bright: 

I want to tell you how I found the 
Church of God. It was in July, 1940. 
At that time I was affiliated with a 
large Pentecostal body which was in a 
town of many holiness believers. 
There were several Church of God 
radio programs on the air, and I liked 
them. I could tell them at the first 
sound, because their preaching and 
singing were different.

Something 
seemed to burn within me to get into 
a church where I could preach the 
Bible and the people would love the 
Word of God. I made inquiries and 
some people told me that it was not 
the Church of God but the Ten Elders 
Church, and I was told that their 
headquarters was in Cleveland, Tenn. 
I addressed a letter to the Ten Elders 
Church and in a few days I received a 
copy of the CHURCH OF GOD 
EVANGEL. This sample copy of the 
EVANGEL blessed my soul, and I am 
sure that I read it every day for two 
weeks, until it was worn out. I sent 
for another copy and in it I found 
just what I wanted—a church that 
taught all the Bible.

By the 
time this subscription had expired, I 
was a member of the Church of God. 
I became a member of the “first 
Church of God I saw. After being 
questioned, I was received into the 
Church.

From 
the first subscription I have not 
missed a single copy of the EVANGEL, 
and I can say that had it not been for 
the Church of God EVANGEL I would 
not have found the Church of God.

dozen houses in the mile that we had 
walked from the car, so I know that 
many of them had walked great dis- 
tances to be present. 


Finally, we arrived at the little place 
they were dedicating. They had built 
arches over the path, and, as I walked 
through the arch leading to the little 
church, I was impressed with the way 
they had taken what little they had 
and had turned it into a nice place. On 
each side of the walk they had plant- 
ed flowers. They had paper buntings 
all around the walkway. They had 
whitewashed the church, the path, and 
every little conceivable thing around. 
The church building was very small; 
I would estimate it to be about 10x16 
feet. The mud walls were solid to 
about five feet in height. The next 
two feet were open space interlaced 
with small sticks. All around the inside 
of the church had small mottoes, 
akout twenty in all. On these were 
verses of scripture. (I noticed all the 
n’s were printed backwards.) Even 
though the church was small, they had 
a balcony in the back. To reach this 
balcony one used a ladder. Six little 
girls sat in the balcony and during 
the program they sang, “Jesus Hold My 
Hand” and two other songs. In front of 
the church was this small shelter they 
had built, a sort of brush arbor, and 
that is where most of the-people were, 
since only a limited number could get 






inside the church. The roof was made 
of straw. 


They had a very nice program 
planned and it lasted over four hours. 
They had even typed several copies of 
the program. The program was pre- 
pared by the people themselves, mem- 
bers of the church, and the district 
pastor was a guest just as I. During 
the program it was very interesting to 
hear the details concerning the build- 
ing of the little church. Brother Am- 
broise Simplice, the preacher, gave 
the land on which to build the church. 
Also, he directed and took the respon- 
sibility of paying for everything. Last 
summer in Haiti, there was a flood, 
and just after the flood there wasn’t 
any food, and many of the people 
went hungry. It was the same at 
Cavanca. One month after the flood, 
in July, Brother Simplice said he felt 
led of the Lord to start a church there. 
The others told him that it was the 
wrong time; the people were starving 
and wouldn’t be able to help on the 
church. After further prayer, he felt 
that it was definitely the time to start, 
so he did. There are twenty members 
in this locality, and he appointed one 
to visit different members and gather 
straw (thatch) that they might be able 
to give. He appointed another to buy 
food each day for the workers. He ap- 
pointed three sisters to come and cook 
the food. He especially emphasized 
that each day he had to pay forty 
cents for bread and beans. During the 
construction of the building, they sang 
songs and received many blessings 
from God. Finally, the work was com- 
pleted, and they made plans for the 
dedication service, only four months 
since the beginning. The total cost was 
192 gourds, of which 147 had already 
been paid. That left only 45 gourds, 
or $9.00 American money, as debt on 
the building. At this service they 
raised a special offering. I gave six 
and a half gourds. I don’t know what 
amount they received that day, but it 
is almost paid for, and they are really 
proud of it! This is the fourth new 
church to be dedicated on the district 
of Petit Goave since my arrival. All 
have built their own churches, and we 
are much encouraged to see the people 
beginning to help themselves and to 
take pride in their own work. 


I left Petit Goave at 2:30, and the 
roads were in such terrible condition 
that in many places I thought I could 
not get through, in spite of the fact 
that I had a jeep. Church services

If a Negro in New Jersey or 
New York had the money and attempt- 
ed to obtain a franchise to operate a 
line, he would not only be turned down, 
but he would be lucky if he didn’t get 
a bullet in the back. 

The attitude of the Southerners 
toward our race is a natural Psycho- 
logical reaction and aftermath of the 
Civil War. Negroes were the properties 
of these people. Certainly you couldn’t 
expect the South to forget this in sev- 
enty-five or even a hundred and fifty 
years. That feeling has passed from 
one generation to another, but it is 
not one of hatred for the Negro. The 
South just doesn’t believe that the 
Negro has grown up. No section of the 
country has made more progress in 
finding a workable solution to the 
Negro problem than the South. Natur- 
ally, Southerners are resentful when 
the North attempts to ram a “civil- 
rights” program down their throats. 

The entire race program in America 
is wrong. Our approach is wrong. We 
expand all our energies and expend 
millions of dollars trying to convince 
white people that we are as good as 
they are, that we are an equal. Our 
fight for recognition, justice, civil 
rights, and equality should be carried 
on within the race. LET US DEMON- 
STRATE to the world BY OUR LIV- 
ING STANDARDS, OUR CONDUCT, 
OUR ABILITY and INTELLIGENCE 
that we are the equal of any man, 
and when we shall have done this the 
entire world, including the South, will 
accept us on our terms. Our present 
program of threats and agitation 
makes enemies out of our friends.

guilty of playing up cheap politics 
with the “Civil Rights Bill.” The South 
is the only section of the country 
that is capable of dealing with this 
particular race question, and if out- 
siders will keep their noses out of our 


business down here, we, the white and 
colored people, will solve this problem 
to the satisfaction of the South, and 
that, by all means, should be satis- 
factory to everybody concerned. 
“Never trouble trouble 
Till trouble troubles you; 
You'll only double trouble 
And trouble others too.” 

After all, I am beginning to wonder 
if all this ballahoo about “Civil Rights” 
is not being intentionally used as a 
springboard for the startling plans 
some politicians are nursing for dis- 
figuring our national map by cutting 
it into nine geographical divisions and 
thereby doing away with the identity 
of states. To my mind that would be a 
national tragedy. It looks like the 
time has come for the national prac- 
tice of the maxim. 

While I am giving a bit of space to 
this subject that certainly is of vital 
concern to all thinking citizens, and 
especially church members, I believe 
you will read the following letter with 
interest and respect. In fact, the 
preceding article and this letter are 
full proof that there are colored 
leaders whose intelligence and breadth 
of vision is far superior to that de- 
demonstrated by some who are agi- 
tating trouble and difficulties through 
the Civil Bill of Rights. Here is the 
letter: 


The Negro’s Side 
Commendation Given Expression on Toombs 
Case 
To the Editor of the Chattanooga 

Times: 

For fear my race’s so-called leaders 
may overlook your fine expression of 
the affair at Lyons, Ga., I wish to 
thank you myself. And I am sure all 
thinking Negroes feel as I do that 
you have spoken the thoughts of all 
decent white Southerners. 

There’s no escaping the fact that the 
South’s racial problems must be set- 
tled by the South’s own people, Negro 
and white alike. And they will be after 
some sound thinking on both sides. 
Why I remember when such an inci- 
dent would have gone unnoticed, let 
alone be published in such a widely 
read column. And we, the true South- 
ern Negroes, appreciate it. 

Unlike many others of my race, 
there are those like me who have tried 
living in other regions but became 
dissatisfied because we know only in 
the South is there true friendliness 
between the white and Negro.

They also 
sold a quilt for $15, and it was after- 
ward presented to the pastor and 
family.” 

Now doesn’t that sound good? 

Here’s another one from Sister R. L.

We divided these into three groups of 
ten each and created a Christian spirit 
of rivalry.
